140 jobs boost 
as ‘Media City’ 
plans revealed

MEDIA mogul Richard 
Desmond has handed Luton 
a vital jobs boost with plans 
to build a ‘Media City’. 

Nearly 140 posts will be 
created if the green light is 
given to convert the disused 
DHL building on Kimpton 
Road into a brand new print¬ 
ing plant for his publications 
including the Daily and 
Sunday Express. 

West Ferry Printers, a 
subsidiary of Express News¬ 
papers Group, has currently 
only applied to change the 
use of the building from a 
warehouse to industrial 
premises. 

In the application it says the 
plant, from which the Daily 
Star and OK! magazine would 
also be printed and distrib¬ 
uted, would ‘promote regen¬ 
eration in the area’. 

Planning documents for the 
development - called Media 
City - state: ‘The project pro¬ 
poses the refurbishment and 


remodelling to the existing 
warehouse building to 
provide high quality offices, 
and a newspaper printing 
facility. The printing facility 
will cater for 89 permanent 
and 50 part-time staff.’ 

Some will see the news as a 
shot in the arm for the town 
of Luton, which is chasing 
success with its City Status 
bid. 

David Franks, leader of 
Luton Borough Council’s 
Liberal Democrats group, and 
whose Crawley ward the press 
will be built in, said: “I’m no 


great fan of the newspapers or 
their political stance but it 
has got to be printed 
somewhere and if it means 
140 jobs for people in Luton 
then that is a good thing. 

“Some of the jobs will hope¬ 
fully be highly-skilled and 
high-salaried and we need 
jobs at all different levels.” 

John Newton, executive 
director of Luton Gateway 
which works to promote 
growth in the town, said: “If 
the individual can create jobs 
and those jobs are sustain¬ 
able jobs not just temporary 


then we would support 
them.” 

Mr Desmond is believed to 
be one of the top 50 wealthi¬ 
est people in the UK and was 
in June quoted as saying: “I’ve 
got so much money it’s 
ridiculous.” 

He owns Channel 5 and a 
host of adult TV channels. 

Earlier this year, when plans 
to move the current press 
from its London Docklands 
location were announced, 
Express Newspapers owner 
Mr Desmond told 
NewsMEDIA: “I am delighted 
to announce this investment 
in our print products. 

“The Daily Express and 
Sunday Express will benefit 
massively from expanded edi¬ 
tions, full colour for readers 
and advertisers, and later 
deadlines meaning even 
fuller coverage of breaking 
news. 

“This move will also allow us 
to accommodate the rising 
circulation of the Daily Star.” 

Luton on Sunday contacted 
Express Newspapers Group 
and West Ferry Printers but 
neither would comment. 



Renault deal could hold key 
to securing Vauxhall’s future 

LUTON’S Vauxhall plant may have been saved after the firm 
on Friday revealed it had struck an agreement with Renault. 

Continued co-operation between the two car makers was 
heralded as ‘a step in the right direction’ for the future of 
the Vivaro van producing factory, based in Kimpton Road. 

Renault and Vauxhall announced jointly a pledge to work 
together on the next generation of the van. 

The news came as a welcome boost for workers, who had 
previously feared for their futures after 2013 when the 
existing venture between the car giants is due to run out. 

Earlier this year 369 jobs were cut from the Luton plant, 
and workers agreed to a two-year pay freeze in May as part 
of General Motors’ Europe-wide restructuring deal. 

Vauxhall’s director of communications, Denis Chick, said: 
“This joint development is great news but we cannot make 
any more comment at this time as there is an ongoing 
discussion process with Renault. 

“However, this announcement is a step in the right 
direction in these discussions. What it means for 
production or the Luton plant though is subject to these 
discussions.” 

David Franks, leader of Luton Borough Council’s Liberal 
Democrats group, said: “This is absolutely great news. Most 
people have been very worried about the plant for the last 
two or three years. 

“What we need to press General Motors for now is for 
them to give us an undertaking that the vans will continue 
to be produced in Luton.”

INMATE ARRESTED AFTER CELL FIND 

POLICE are investigating after ten 
caplets filled with a white powder, 
thought to be cocaine, were found in a 
Luton inmate’s cell. 

The suspected drugs were discovered at 
Milton Keynes’ high security Woodhill 
Prison, where an 18-year-old Latvian 
prisoner is being held. 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire Police, 
which initially arrested the teenager, said 
tests are being carried out to determine 
whether the powder, which was found on 
August 31, is an illegal substance and if 
so how much it is worth. 

BRIDE AND GROOM CHARGED 

A MAN and woman have appeared before 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on sham 
marriage charges. 

Waseem Mirza, 34, of Dallow Road, and 
Sandra Warchol, 21, of no fixed address, 
were arrested on September 9 as they 
arrived for their wedding at Luton Register 
Office in George Street West. 

Both were charged with conspiring to 
obtain leave to remain in the UK by 
deception and perjury. Mr Mirza also faces 
an additional deception charge. 

Both were remanded in custody to appear 
at Luton Crown Court in November. 

The arrests were made as part of a month 
long crackdown on organised immigration 
crime by the UK Border Agency. 


Shuker pledges to take up 
fight over education needs

THE Labour Party will look to one 
of its youngest MPs - Luton South’s 
Gavin Shuker - to give it a much 
needed boost when he speaks at its 
annual conference later this 
month. 

The 28-year-old won the race for 
the hotly-contested seat in May’s 
General Election, holding it against 
all odds for Labour. 


The national Party has asked him 
to address the audience at its 
Manchester gathering, where he 
will speak about the scrapped 
Building Schools for the Future 
scheme. 

Mr Shuker said: “We have formal¬ 
ly requested to meet with 
Education Secretary Michael Gove 
about the effect this has on Luton 
especially as we need the capacity 
that the scheme would provide and 
he has taken that away from us. 

“He has already met with the 
Liberal Democrats and 


Conservatives but refused to meet 
with us, with our local authority 
and local MPs. 

“That’s really shocking that they 
are unwilling to meet and discuss 
the particular circumstances of 
Luton. 

“I really want to speak about it at 
the conference. 

“I think we have to take up the 
fight.” 

There will be a number of people 
wanting to talk on each subject, so 
it is down to the organisers as to 
who is called on to speak. 


At the conference, which runs 
from September 26-30, a new Party 
leader is due to be elected from 
candidates Ed Miliband, David 
Miliband, Ed Balls, Diane Abbott 
and Andy Burnham. 

Mr Shuker is unsure as to who 
might win. 

He said: “I think Ed Miliband has a 
good chance, but so does David. 

“I wouldn’t like to choose between 
them. But Ed Balls has had a good 
run. 

“If he didn’t get elected I would 
like to see him in a senior position.”

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Council wrong 
not to resolve 
info request

A PARISH council has been 
told off for not answering a 
Freedom of Information 
request from a resident. 

Caddington Parish Council 
was investigated following a 
complaint made by villager 
Patrick Smith (right). 

In February, Mr Smith, of 
Hyde Road, Caddington, made 
a simple request under the 
Freedom of Information (FOI) 
Act as to who had asked the 
council to have links put on its 
website - but this was refused. 

He then made an official 
complaint to the Information 
Commissioner’s Office (ICO), 
which has stated the council 
was wrong for failing to reply 

In its letter to the parish 
council, the ICO wrote: ‘The 
public authority simply 
refused to comply with the 
request, stating that it was not 
‘deemed’ to be specific ... 

‘Having received the com¬ 
plainant’s restated and (slight¬ 
ly) clarified response on 
February 28, the public 
authority appears to have 
taken no further action until 
prompted by the 
Commissioner.’ 

Before making his FOI 
request, Mr Smith had asked if 
the parish council could put a 



link on its website directing 
visitors to his own website 
www.caddingtonvillagenews.com 

This application was refused, 
and Mr Smith claims he then 
used the FOI to find out if his 
failed weblinks request had 
been acknowledged. He even¬ 
tually got the information he 
was looking for - more than 
two months after making his 
original request. 

Mr Smith said: “I am delight¬ 
ed. It shows what I have been 
saying all along - that this 
council thinks it is not 
accountable to residents and 
runs the parish council like its 
own private club.” 

We contacted Caddington 
Parish chairman Tony Hansen 
who said: ‘No comment due to 
the fact we are appealing the 
decision.’ 

The ICO refused to com¬ 
ment. 



Volunteers needed to combat 
dangers of thoughtless parking 


MORE than 150 children in the 
county have been knocked 
down going to and from 
schools in the past five years. 

Most of the victims suffered 
slight injuries, but 30 were 
serious and one child died. 

Police in Luton are trying to 
reduce these statistics and 
the Safer Schools Team is 
asking for 200 volunteers to 
give some of their time each 
morning and afternoon to 
help put a stop to dangerous 
and selfish parking. 

Training will be provided and 
volunteers will have the full 
support of officers. 

Other problems that can 


occur include ambulances and 
fire engines struggling to get 
through inconsiderate parking 
outside schools. 

Sergeant Aaron Kiff said: “I 
can’t stress enough just how 
big a contribution to road 
safety these volunteers will be 
making. Their efforts will be 
invaluable. Anyone who would 
like to learn more about the 
scheme should contact me as 
soon as possible.”

Matcham said: “This was a 
vicious assault causing a serious 


injury that could possibly scar 
this young man for life. 

“If you were in the Catsbrook 
Road area between midnight 
and lam and saw anybody 
hanging about for no apparent 
reason, or anyone who 
witnessed the assault, please 
get in contact with us..” 

No description of the attacker 
is available other than the fact it 
was a man.

IT will be at least six months 
before the fire service’s out-of- 
date mobilising system is 
upgraded. 

The current 13-year-old unit 
used by Bedfordshire and Luton 
Fire and Rescue Service, which 
handles crews from 14 stations 
across the county, is obsolete. 

Last week the Combined Fire 
Authority, which oversees the 
running of the brigade, sanc¬ 
tioned the £200,000 replacement 
of the system at the brigade’s 
Kempston HQ. 

But before this can happen 
there must be a procurement 
process, installation and training 
- all of which takes around half a 
year. 

In an authority agenda report 
for September 9, it said: ‘Clearly 
the biggest risk is the existing 
mobilising system ceasing to 
function effectively’. 

Assistant Chief Fire Officer 
Robert Hull said: “We have 
already looked at various IT 
options but a final decision has 
yet to be made. 

“However, we expect to go for a 


tried and tested system which 
can be tailored to our specific 
needs - and of course public 
safety and system security will be 
two key issues.” 

Regional Control Centres were 
proposed about ten years ago by 
the then Labour Government, 
but the project has been set back 
on more than one occasion and 
its future is now uncertain in 
light of the public spending cuts. 

Mr Hull added: “We have kept 
the old system going for as long 
as we can - but, as anyone who 


uses technology will know, a 
system which is more than ten 
years old is obsolete.” 

When asked when work will 
begin to upgrade the system, a 
fire service spokeswoman said: 
“Project to produce user specifi¬ 
cation now, and then procure¬ 
ment process will commence the 
following week.” 

She added the system will be 
fully operational ‘six months 
after procurement, installation 
and training - approximately 
2011 ’.

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Laser strikes on planes 
show dramatic increase

THE numbers of idiots shin¬ 
ing lasers at aircraft close to 
Luton Airport is on the rise. 

Statistics released from the 
Civil Aviation Authority 
(CAA) reveal the situation is 
worsening as there have 
already been 21 incidents at 
the airport already this year, 
compared with the 18 last 
year and just four in 2008. 

In the UK there have been 
761 instances so far this year, 
already surpassing last year’s 
total of 739 cases, and nearly 
four times as many as the 
whole of 2008. 

Richard Taylor, from the 
CAA, said: “The problem 
really started emerging in 
2008 and the figures for 
Luton are reflected by those 
around the UK. 

“Unfortunately the prob¬ 


lem is getting worse in this 
country and around the 
world. 

“Compared to Birmingham 
Airport, which seems to be a 
hotspot at the moment, there 
have been around 52 cases 
this year already. Luton is by 
no means the worst. 

“The key thing we are doing 
is education and going 
around schools near the air¬ 
ports to talk to them about 
the dangers of misusing 
lasers. 

“We’re also encouraging 
local residents to call the 
police if they see a laser 
being shone at the airport.” 

Sergeant Steve Farrer, of 
Bedfordshire Police’s Airport 
Policing Unit, said: 
“Incidents of laser strikes on 
aircraft heading for Luton 
Airport have shown an 
increase over the last three 
years. 


Worsening flight delays 
described as ‘positive’ 


LUTON Airport insists the 
punctuality of its flights 
is ‘positive’ - despite an 
increase in the number 
of delayed flights. 

The Civil Aviation 
Authority (CAA) released 
figures on September 10 
which monitored the overall 
on time performance at the 
ten UK airports between 
April and June. 

Luton’s performance fell 
by nine percentage points 
to 71 per cent - seven per 
cent under the average. 

The average delay at the 
airport increased by seven 
minutes to 18 minutes in 
the second quarter of 2010 
compared with the same 
period in 2009. 

Flights which are on time 
are defined as early to 15 
minutes late. A spokesman 


for the airport said: “Over 
the past four years, the 
general trend of on time 
departures at London Luton 
has been positive. 

“We are working with our 
airlines to return to this 
trend of improvement.” 

Despite the eruption of 
the Icelandic volcano, 
Eyjafjallajokull in April 
which caused travel chaos, 
the CAA said it had 
relatively little impact on 
punctuality. 

The CAA said the direct 
effects of volcanic ash 
caused mainly cancellations 
to air services rather than 
delays. 

Year-on-year decreases in 
on time performance were, 
on average, smaller during 
April than during the second 
quarter of 2010 as a whole. 


“It is important to empha¬ 
sise these incidents predom¬ 
inantly occur in the country¬ 
side and residential areas 
outside of the airport and 
not often at the airport itself. 

“It is difficult to understand 
what goes through the 
minds of the people who 


carry out these attacks as 
what they are doing is poten¬ 
tially very dangerous. 

“We would urge anybody 
who has information about 
the incidents, or about the 
people who carry them out, 
to contact Bedfordshire 
Police on 01234 841212.”

LADIES and gentlemen, please 
take your seats and let the show 
begin... 

Amid hushed murmurs, Luton 
Borough councillors settled 
down to an early evening show¬ 
ing of the newest blockbuster. 

Well that’s not entirely true. But 
it may have been the closest 
thing the politicians were going 
to get in the full council meeting 
on Tuesday night. 

The lucky councillors got the 
chance to see a DVD about the 
thrilling subject of‘scrutiny’. 

While its message may have 
been useful, its effect on the 
tired-looking audience was more 
impressive. 

As the film went on, each 
member present gradually 
slipped further and further down 
their chairs until some were 
almost drifting off. 

In fact, one Lib Dem, Cllr 
Lawrence Patterson, seemed to 
take the opportunity to catch 
some obviously much needed 
shut-eye. 

And later on fellow Lib Dem 
Cllr Andy Strange sneakily 
whipped out his iphone, perhaps 
having a quick Google to see 
where he could pick up a copy of 
the DVD for himself. 

He was lucky Mayor Tom Shaw 
did not catch him after his stern 
warning at the beginning of the 
meeting to turn all mobiles off. 

After what felt like an eternity 
of watching smug narrators sip 
beer in a rather pleasant looking 
pub garden (I bet most of the 
councillors wished they were 
there with them) and watching 


reports of what councils from 
far away places such as 
Knowsley (which is near 
Liverpool) were up to, it finally 
ended. While I do jest, scrutiny is 
an important part of the council 
procedure. So what did the 
councillors learn? 

Well, scrutiny is, among other 
things, about holding the execu¬ 
tive to account. 

As Cllr Barry Neale, of the Lib 
Dems, later pointed out, in his 
capacity as chairman of the 
Overview and Scrutiny Board, 
councillors do not take enough 
part in this crucial process. 

He said: “Non-executive mem¬ 
bers should have a specific role 
to play.

Overview and Scrutiny should be 
member-led.”

I think 
the scrutiny committee should 
look at the new chief executive’s 
suits.” 

Cue laughter from the council¬ 
lors (and chief executive Trevor 
Holden himself). 

I had been warned that council 
meetings can be a bit heated but 
it seemed they were all on their 
best behaviour. 

Under Mayor Shaw’s careful 
and comical direction, the meet¬ 
ing goes without a hitch with all 
members agreeing that every¬ 
thing should be passed.

It makes me parking mad 

SIR -1 saw your article on parking 
fines a week ago and would like to 
comment. 

It doesn’t surprise me that the 
Parking Shop in Park Street, Luton, 
makes so much money out of the 
public - in my view it’s there for 
gathering revenue to keep people 
in a job. 

It’s a convenient tool to keep 
unemployment figures down and 
raise cash. 

I have the utmost contempt for 
these people and the way they 
operate. They cost our business in 
excess of £5,000 a year. 

It goes like this -1 drive my car 
which I have paid VAT on, with fuel 
which I have paid tax on, on a road - 
for which I pay road tax, to our prop¬ 
erties which we pay council tax on 
(whether the property is occupied or 
not), only to find someone putting a 
sticky ticket on my windscreen 
demanding £35 to park outside our 
own property. 

The whole operation is nothing 
more than another tax on the ordi¬ 
nary working man. 

They do not use discretion or 
reasonableness and cause financial 
hardship. 

Furthermore they do not even 
know their own rules - this can be 
demonstrated by the fact that we 
challenge as many tickets as we can 
and have a success rate of roughly 
70 per cent. 

Dealing with these people is very 
hard work as we have to change the 


way we operate to avoid them (who 
are virtually impossible to avoid with 
more than 200 properties in the 
town centre) and then office staff are 
diverted from their actual jobs to 
deal with them. 

I understand the need for control 
of traffic and parking but many of 
their rules and markings are specifi¬ 
cally designed to raise cash and have 
no impact on traffic flow or safety. 

If you give me a reporter for an 
hour I can show them all the places 
where we get tickets and they can 
work out if we are in anyone’s way or 
disturbing traffic. 

It is nothing more than a revenue¬ 
gathering operation where they 
double the money when you don’t 
pay within the timespan they have 
defined.

SIR - My family and I experienced 
meningitis in May 2003 when my 
son Gareth, aged 16, was at boarding 
school, working towards his AS 
Levels. 

Gareth called one evening saying 
that he thought he had burst a blood 
vessel behind his eye from working 
hard in the gym and thought he was 
coming down with the flu. 

I told him to see the school nurse 
and take some paracetamol. A few 
hours after that phone call Gareth 
died in his bedroom. 

We were later told it was from 
meningitis. 

Carrying your son’s coffin into a 
church is something a parent should 
never have to do. Meningitis is a dis¬ 
ease which strikes in an instant. 

The symptoms are so similar to the 
flu that it’s not always spotted on 
time. The famous rash that everyone 
thinks of does not always appear. 

I am asking everyone from the bot¬ 
tom of my heart to familiarise them¬ 
selves with the signs and symptoms 
there isn’t a vaccine for every type of 
meningitis, so our children and 
teenagers are not fully protected.

The pheasant 
shooting season starts on October 1.

THE last British band to play at 
the old Wembley Stadium will 
perform a concert in Luton - in 
front of just 250 fans. 

Toploader sold millions of 
records on the back of their suc¬ 
cess with Dancing in the 
Moonlight, which rocketed up 
charts across the world in 2000. 

At the time they were widely 
tipped for superstardom, sup¬ 
porting Robbie Williams at sever¬ 
al of the UK’s largest venues, 
including MK Bowl. 

On October 1 they will be on 
stage at The Hat Factory, in Bute 
Street - ten years after what was 
arguably their biggest ever per¬ 
formance when they supported 
American rockers Bon Jovi in 
front of tens of thousands at 
Wembley. 

Having signed a six year deal 
with Sony Records in 1998,

They 
feel unloved and isolated but 
their response is to make them¬ 
selves more isolated. 

I recognise it is much easier 
for Europeans to travel to 
different countries than 
Americans, not least because 
we have more holidays, which 
goes some way to explain why 
more than seven out of ten 
American citizens do not own 
a passport. 

Their own country is also vast 
and diverse. 

But even when they do visit, it 
is often in a fashion that keeps 
them away from getting up 
close and dirty with the coun¬ 
tries and cultures being seen. 

I am sure, like the rest of us, 
they want to be loved. But 
threatening teenagers across the 
seas for behaving, well like 
teenagers, while refusing to do 
anything other than shake their 
heads at one of their pastors 
wanting to burn the Koran, is 
not the way to go about it. 

Come and see us, talk to us, 
we won’t eat you. Not any more.

Council chief vows 
decisions are made 



LUTON ON SUNDAY last week 
quite rightly highlighted the 
challenging environment in 
which Luton Borough Council 
is operating. 

Like all other public authorities 
who are facing tough choices 
right now, we have to make 
changes to what we spend and 
ensure that we make the best of 
every single penny. 

As a council, we owe it to every 
one of our taxpayers to ensure 
that we are an efficient organisa¬ 
tion that is delivering services 
well. 

Luton Borough Council has 
already made significant savings 
including £6.2 million in this 
financial year, with a further £2.4 
million of savings required as a 
result of the Government’s 
announcement in June. 

But the anticipated level of cuts 

to our grant budget from cen¬ 
tral Government will mean 
that not only do we have 
to make further savings, 
we will have to look 
critically at how we operate. 
Regrettably in the order of 
500 posts could be made 
redundant in the coming 
months as we gear ourselves 
up for the future.

SOS bus service is 
a proper life-saver

SIX months after its launch, the SOS bus has 
helped nearly 300 people in Luton - and saved the 
health service £36,000. 

The scheme, which is available in St George’s 
square every Friday and Saturday night, has pro¬ 
vided first-aid for 194 people and as a result pre¬ 
vented at least 120 ambulances being called out - 
avoiding the need for a £300 cost for each call. 

The bus is owned and run by the Safer Luton 
Partnership charity and is resourced by more than 
60 volunteers. 

They are trained to a very high level in first aid, 
conflict resolution, drugs and alcohol intervention, 


dealing with homelessness, child protection, sexu¬ 
al offences and domestic violence advice among 
many other things. 

Graeme Tolliday, assistant general manager for 
the East Anglian Ambulance Service in South 
Bedfordshire, said: “Friday and Saturday nights are 
particularly busy times for our crews. 

“The work of the staff on the SOS bus has meant 
we have had more ambulances available to deal 
with the victims of heart attack, stroke and many 
other serious conditions. 

“There is also a huge financial benefit to our serv¬ 
ice because of the volunteers. However, the most 
important fact is we are freed up to save more lives 
- and who knows just how many we have saved as 
a result of the SOS bus?”

There’s more than you think to the 
romance capital

PARIS 


IT’S hard to avoid the lure of Paris even when 
the natives are moving quicker than rats up a 
drainpipe to escape the summer heat. 

I have lost count of the number of times 
I have visited the French capital, too many 
probably when I hate going anywhere twice. 

But Paris has its charm, its culture and its 
romance. 

It also has its unique hotel rooms, some of 
which I have discovered over the years, leave 



much to be desired. It takes around 140 
minutes to replace London St Pancras with the 
Gare du Nord. From there we strolled 400 yards 
close to the nearby Gare de l’Est, in the shadow 
of which stood our accommodation on this 
whirlwind visit. 

Not the swishest, but having an evening 
return journey it made sense to stay near the 
station so we would not be involved in a trek to 
collect luggage at the end of another enjoyable 
pulsating day. 

Such is our energy we planned to see little of 
our hotel, and if we needed any encourage¬ 
ment to follow that advice it was on the wall in 
our fifth floor bedroom. 

The fire warning tells us not to use the stairs 
or lift (only one person at a time could get into 
that) in the event of a blaze. Instead we were to 
put towels at the bottom of the door and head 
for our twee balcony and scream for help. 

At least we were warned. 

This was an alternative visit to the most irre¬ 
sistible of destinations, the Eiffel Tower, Arc de 
Triomphe, Plas de la Concorde, Napoleon’s 
Tomb, cruise on the Seine, Louvre, Sacre Coeur, 
Montmartre, Montparnasse - all done to death. 

But we couldn’t quite escape them all, it’s 
impossible when you realise, with a bit of foot 
slogging, Paris is quite compact. 

Within 45 minutes of leaving our potential 
fire-trap we are strolling down the Rue de Rivoli 
and soon enjoying a small beer in the beautiful 
Tuileries Gardens, occupied by hoardes of 
sun-loving Parisians. 

Then we joined a queue of more than 100 in 
burning sunshine and 90°F heat to enter Musee 
de l’Orangerie. This gem escaped our agendas 
over 20 years but today I finally got to cast my 
eyes on Monet’s famous water lilies. Rather 
good, too, they were. 

There’s a huge vibrancy about Paris for a 
Sunday and we head across 
the river to the Pantheon, in the 
lively Latin Quarter, which is surprisingly quite 
tourist free. We think 

we have been here before and are easily dis¬ 
tracted by the Bombardier pub, tucked into a 
nearby corner plot. 



One of Bedfordshire brewer Charles Wells’ 
boozers, it is heaving and selling beer at prices 
that would make you blush if you were a local 
landlord. I’d like to say we had a drink but we 
gave up in the end and left the richer. 

We circled the Pantheon and then headed 
down the famous Boulevard Saint-Michel 
towards the river and to the most electric part 
of the city. 

Restaurants and bars abound and the first 
thing you spot is that a three course meal is 
cheaper than your average pint of lager. But we 
do what Parisians do, dine outside and watch 
the world go by without a care in the world. 

We walk off our meal by strolling up towards 
Notre Dame Cathedral where the doors have 
just been closed, but there is still an almighty 
throng enjoying the pleasant evening warmth. 
At the rear is a park where we find sanctuary 
and consider what our next move might be to 
our escape route we call the balcony. 

The next day is frantic. We are left agog at the 
prices in the legendary Galeries Lafayette store, 
do the tour of one of the more modern day 
attractions, the Paris aquarium, stand in the 
shadow of the Eiffel Tower and queue for the 
one-hour sail up the river. Yes I know, but we 
were fit to drop. 

We even summoned up the energy to walk 
from the Tower to the Arc de Triomphe, where 


we sat on a bench and marvelled at how many 
vehicles could go around it at any one time and 
not produce a single collision. 

The too-ing and fro-ing of illegal trinket and 
water vendors, engaged in their cat and mouse 
game with authorities, by-passes us, and we 
manage a wry smile as a smartly dressed 
Parisian tries to pull me 
in with the old ‘gold wedding ring’ trick. 

If you are honest you won’t get caught. And as 
cruel as it seems, we give the ‘ladies’ asking for 
money the deaf short shrift. If you do hand over 
cash beware the follow up hug which could 
leave you even poorer. 

So Paris is as wonderful as ever, and again it 
will probably be a case of au revoir rather than 
farewell, but next time the room we book may 
well be on the ground floor.

Ashley Young fired Villa ahead after 13 
minutes with a 25-yard free-kick, but Kevin 
Davies was given far too much time to level 
from close range after 35 minutes. 

Blackburn were thankful to Christopher 
Samba’s controversial 30th-minute opener 
as they drew 1-1 with Fulham. He headed in 


after El-Hadji Diouf appeared to block 
keeper Mark Schwarzer, but the visitors 
equalised through Clint Dempsey. 

Everton remain winless after new 
Newcastle signing Hatem Ben Arfa scored 
the only goal of the game at Goodison, 
while West Ham claimed their first point of 
the season with a 1-1 draw at Stoke. The 
Hammers went ahead through Scott 
Parker before Kenwyne Jones equalised. 

Darren Bent grabbed an injury-time goal 
to earn Sunderland a 1-1 draw against 
Arsenal, who had Alex Song sent off. A freak 
Cesc Fabregas goal put Arsenal ahead, but 
Tomas Rosicky missed a penalty. 


Hatred makes it 
massive - Scholes 


PAUL SCHOLES believes the 
hatred between Manchester 
United and Liverpool fans 
means the rivalry between 
the clubs will never die. 

The intensity of the battles 
has endured even though 
United went 26 years without 
winning the League at a time 
when Liverpool were in their 
pomp. 

Now the roles are reversed as 
Liverpool enter their third 
decade without a title, during 
which time United have 
moved level with their record 
18 championships. 

“You can’t get away from the 
fact both teams don’t really like 
each other,” said Scholes as 
the clubs prepared to meet at 
Old Trafford at lunchtime 
today. “We are both desperate 
to win, and I don’t think that 
will ever change.” 

Last season, as Liverpool 
stumbled into seventh spot, 
the edge came from United’s 
desperation for points to try to 
retain the title.

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rivalry is huge, and it is good to 
beat them.” 

Scholes is expected to be 
recalled into a much-changed 
line-up to the side that failed 
to overcome Rangers’ stubborn 
defence on Tuesday. 

For Liverpool, Joe Cole will 
play only his second League 
match of the season after a 
three-game ban following his 
red card against Arsenal on the 
opening weekend. 

Chelsea star Frank Lampard 
has not recovered from hernia 
surgery in time to face 
Blackpool at Stamford Bridge. 

Didier Drogba, suspended 
for the Champions League 
game against MSK Zilina in 
midweek, returns to the squad, 
and Ashley Cole, rested for that 
game, is also in contention. 

Gary Taylor-Fletcher is set to 
return for Blackpool after 
missing the win at Newcastle 
with a calf injury. 

Manchester City go to Wigan 
this afternoon with boss 
Roberto Mancini sweating on 
the fitness of striker 
Emmanuel Adebayor, who 
missed the Europa League win 
in Salzburg after picking up a 
dead leg. Roque Santa Cruz is 
available, and James Milner 
and Adam Johnson could earn

ALL of a sudden, Richard Money can do no 
wrong. 

The Luton Town manager’s decision to play 
George Pilkington as replacement to the 
injured Keith Keane in the centre of midfield 
has been a masterstroke, and the skipper 
repaid his boss with yet another fine display 
against AFC Wimbledon in which he claimed 
his second goal in as many games. 

The Wimbledon midfield, in contrast, was 
easily overrun with Pilkington filling in the 
holes left as Jake Howell and Andy Drury 
charged forward, preventing the Dons from 
playing on the ground and cutting through 
the Hatters on the break. 

Instead, they were restricted to pumping 
the ball forward from the back towards lone 
striker Danny Kedwell, but this fell further 
into the Hatters’ hands thanks to the height 
advantage of centre back pairing Zdenek 
Kroca and Shane Blackett. 

Revelling in the victory Pilkington said: 
“I’m learning the position and trying to find 
the role and I’m more of a defensive-minded 
player, but I’m trying to help the back four 
out and give them a bit of protection, which 
they need. In last two games we’ve got a cou¬ 
ple of clean sheets, albeit with a good goal¬ 
keeper and a bit of luck, but it’s working for 
the time being. 

“I’m sure as soon as Keane comes back and 
gets himself fit he’ll be back in there because 
he’s the best at the club at the job, but until 
that happens, I’m more than happy to be in 



there and work my socks off for the lads and 
for the team.” 

After spending quality time on the training 
ground in preparation for Friday’s win, Town 
have worked hard on their set pieces and 
goals from Kroca and Pilkington were fine 
examples. 

Pilkington’s goal game at the perfect time 
for Town with the Hatters surging forward 
with waves of attack after an initial nervy 
opening five minutes in which the Dons 
were dominant, but the defender-turned- 
midfielder beat Seb Brown with a diving 
header from Drury’s corner. 

Kroca’s goal came by the way of a long 
throw into the box by Freddie Murray with 
the Czech defender towering highest to head 
past Brown at the keeper’s near post. 

Man-of-the-match Adam Newton was also 
influential in moving Luton from defence 
into attack.

LUTON Town boss Richard 
Money has slammed fixture 
compilers for creating a 
schedule which will see his 
side have to make two trips 
up the A1 to the north east 
in the space of a week. 

The Hatters face away 
fixtures at Darlington, on 
Tuesday night, and then 
play Gateshead, on 
Saturday. They will also 
have to visit Cumbria in a 
fortnight’s time to play 
Barrow and is none too 
pleased with the heavy 
schedule. 

Speaking before Friday’s 
3-0 victory over AFC 
Wimbledon, he said: “We 
will have played 15 games 
by the time October 
comes. We’ve already gone 
to Grimsby, Fleetwood and 
we are now about to go to 
Darlington, Gateshead and 
Barrow. It’s a ridiculous run 
of fixtures. Whoever 
dreamt up Darlington 
away on a Tuesday and 
Gateshead away on a 
Saturday deserves an 
Oscar. 

“We are in the process 
where we know we’ve got 
to pick up points while we 
are doing it. It’s not easy. 
Certain players have put a 
real shift in for a long 
period of time and, at 
some stage, they need a 
break. They are not robots, 
they are human beings.” 

In an effort to combat 


fatigue amongst his 
players, and with an extra 
day’s rest over Darlington, 
who drew 2-2 with Bath 
City, Money has altered his 
preparations to get his side 
fit and ready. 

“We decided to give the 
team a longer recovery 
after the match - ice 
baths, massage and then 
they’re going to eat before 
they leave. Those who 
started the match had the 
weekend off because 
we’ve got a lot of traveling 
to do next week.” 

All the other players were 
in training yesterday for a 
quick session before the 
squad travel up to 
Teesside. 

He added: “Next week is 
really going to be, travel up 
to Darlington, play the 
game, and then travel up 
to Gateshead and 
k play the game. 
We're not

A MARTIAL artist from Lewsey Farm has 
urged people to follow their dreams after 
clinching a Tae Kwon Do world champi¬ 
onship for the first time. 

Tyrrell Belony now holds two global 
titles, but a World Open Championship 
crown is the most coveted in his form of 
the sport and the final honour missing 
from an impressive trophy shelf. 

The 23-year-old already holds the Welsh, 
European, Intercontinental and British 
title and is due to defend the latter for the 
sixth time later this year. He has also previ¬ 
ously held English and Scottish titles. 

In Telford last Sunday, he beat six fighters 
on the way to welterweight glory, includ¬ 
ing defending champion Darren Duncan 
in the quarter finals. 

The 23-year-old fighter, who fights out of 
the Luton West Tae Kwon Do club, has said 
his success shows what people can do 
when they dedicate themselves to a pas¬ 
sion. 

“It’s a dream come true,” said Belony. “It’s 
something I imagined as a kid, but to actu¬ 
ally achieve it is something else. 

“I had to fight the cream of the crop and 
this category had 70 plus fighters, which 
the most in any category. So, if I could say 
anything to anyone, it would be to follow 
your dreams. 

Belony was also part of the England 
squad that beat Scotland to win the inter¬ 


national team event, effectively making 
him a world champion on three fronts 
after winning the World All Styles 
Championship in Sardinia earlier this year 
- an event which pitted all forms of martial 
artist against each other. 

The form of Tae Kwon Do Belony com¬ 
petes in is not the style that will feature in 
London in 2012, and though he was select¬ 
ed to join the Olympic Academy earlier 
this year following trials, he turned the 
offer down. 

“I had to think long and hard about it, 


but in the end I prefer my style of Tae Kwon 
Do and I wanted to stay loyal to my coach¬ 
es, Miles Lutwyche and Ken Walton,” he 
said. “I have to say a big thank you to them 
for helping me get mentally prepared. I’m 
also grateful to my friends, family and my 
fiance, for staying by my side. 

“I might now move up a weight but, if 
not, I just hope I can go on to dominate the 
sport.”
